MATHEWS READY FOR WAR. 
Mr. M athews was now m ore than ever im ­ 
pressed with the enorm ous w ickedness of th - 
preposition to divide Colusa county. The Afr 
sem bly had just voted down a proposition to 
leave the question to a bare m ajority of the 
people o f the proposed uew county. 
No propo­ 
sition could be fairer than that one. The As 
sem bly was now doubtless capable o f any 
enorm ity, aud he was now ready to filibuster 
the m atter till the end of the session. 
If he

We, the undersigned, respectfully pre­ 
sent : T hat a great and increasing evil through­ 
out our State, more especially in the large cities, 
is the existence of public’ Dool and betting 
rooms, and the practice of betting on horse and 
boat racing, w restling and w alkiug m atches, 
boxing aDd fisticuffs and other contests.

speed of our beats, or in developing th e phys­ 
ical condition of our young m en bv athletic and 
legitim ate exercises and sports,’ these places 
ought to be closed. 
Being advised that there is no existing law 
under w hieh they can be suppressed, we do 
m ost earnestly ask your honorable body to pass 
some Act th at will effectually abate this perni­ 
cious aud growing evil.

W hen a journal sets out to make a point 
it seldom fails to find vrfiat appear to be 
arguments in support of its position. 
T he 
San Francisco GUI has suddenly become 
th e opponent of the London exhibition 
bill, and as a new hand at the bellows, 
blows recklessly. 
W e do not descend to 
the meanness to suggest, as do others, that 
its opposition is influenced by the differ 
en t position taken by business rivals, but 
it is susceptible of proof that the Call mis­ 
states the proposition concerning the Lon­ 
don exhibition . 
W hen it talks 01 it as a 
show w ith a braes band in front and a bar 
in the rear it descends to the meaner levels 
o f debate, precisely as it does when it 
speaks of the proposition for the exh ib i­ 
tion as the creation of men who are fixing 
up a junketing trip at State expense. 
T he 


GiU knows that 
to 
be 
untrue— it is 
fully aware that the im plication of its 
statem ent is as baseless as it is vulgar, 
and it knows also that the sneer in argu­ 
m ent is a confession of weakness. 
It de­ 


clares that an outfit of California produc­ 
tions for the Paris E xposition would be 
advisable at State expense, but seems to 
be insensible to the logical application of 
its 
own 
sneer to that 
schem e, 
that 
whoever m ight be sent to care for the 
Paris ‘•ou tfit” would be also open to the 


mean and baseless charge of “ junketing ” 
at State expense. 
Onr San Francisco contemporary, w hich 
is strong only when it is fair, and which 
masquerades, 
blunderingly, in 
the 
at­ 


tem pt to create excuses for opposing the 
London E xhibition, knows perfectly well 
that no amount of money can be now uses! 
for the Paris E xposition except the State 
rents outside ground, not now possible to 
secure in the Parisian E xposition reserve, 
and sets np a separate and distinct exposi­ 
tion. 
T he Call knows that the Federal 
Commissioners, who are salaried by the 
General Governm ent, have gathered to­ 
gether a meager carload of products of 
California, m ainly raisins and wines, and 
have already shipped them East, utterly 
ignoring the California Commission al­ 
ready named. 
These exhibits, as 
th e t ni 
R e co r u -U n io n some weeks ago said, can­ 
not, under the rules of the E xposition, be 
shown together, even few as they are. For 
the plan of the Paris E xposition is to di­ 
vide the world’s industry into nine gen­ 
eral classifications; to sutler no State or 


country to make a collective exhibition 
embracing in the collection the nine sub­ 
divisions of the great Exposition. 
And 
th e Commissioners appointed by the G ov­ 
ernor have so reported, and that no more 
space can be given to California or any 


other State. 
W hen the California exhibit 
already collected arrives in Paris, there­ 
fore, it w ill be distributed into nine small 
portions. 
If it were collected equally 
from each of the leading industries— in 
short, if each leading industry of the State 
has had its due representation in the col­ 
lection— one-ninth of this part of a carload 
w ill be allotted to each of the nine classi­ 
fications, and 
since California is one- 
thirtv-eighth of the Union, and since, per­ 
haps, as far as manufacturing industry is 
concerned, she is less than one-hundredth, 


the outlook promises that in every depart­ 
m ent of human industry where California 
may 
be 
found 
at all 
she 
w ill 
be 
classified with the w hole of the U nited 
States, 
in 
each 
separate 
division 
represented by one-ninth of her exhibit, 
and relating to the whole as one-hundreth- 
Therefore the production w hich w ill rep­ 
resent her, arithm etically expressed, is 
one nine-hundredths. 
There is further 
attenuation to be found in the fact that the 
U nited States does not relate to the rest of 
the world as one to fifty. 
Am ong the 
places represented, the U nited States w ill 
hold the relation of one-liftietli. 
When, 
therefore, the California production comes 
to be measured up against the world, it 
w ill be one nine-hundredth of one-fiftieih. 
L et os be understood as not desiring to 
throw any obstacles in the way o f a repre­ 
sentation in behalf of California at the 
Paris ex¡K>sition, if the rule can l>e broken 
forbidding a collective exhibit, but that 
fair should not, on the other hand, lie 
thrown up as a barrier against the London 
exhibition plan. 
T he two are distinct, in 
nowise related, have entirely dissim ilar 
ends in view , and proceed upon widely 
separated but not conflicting planes of 
action.

The Grand Army Posts of this city— 
Sumner, W arren and Fair Oaks—gave a 
reception, or, w hat they term , a “camp 
fire,” last evening, in Grangers’ H all, to 
the members of the Legislature who be­ 
long to th at organization, to Governor 
W aterm an, Mayor Gregory and other dis­ 
tinguished citizens. 
Over one hundred 
and twenty Grand Army men were pres­ 
ent, representing every State north 
of 
Mason and D ixon’s line, and every arm y 
that did service in crushing out the rebell­ 
ion. It was a dignified and representative 
body of men, and the camp fire, as they 
called it, proved to be a genuine reunion. 
Among the guests were the following: 
Governor W aterman, Mayor Gregory, Sec­ 
retary of State Hendricks, Surveyor-General 
Reichert, Senators McComas and Bowers. 
Assemblymen Salomon,Johnson, H um bert, 
Edwards*, Dibble, Storke, Barrett, Hyde, 
Tucker and Holmes: M. D. Boruck, P. S. 
Dorney, ex-Assemblyinau 
Coolev 
and 
m any others whose names could not be ob­ 
tained. 
The hour from 8 to 9 o’clock was spent 
in the m ain or assembly hall, where the 
Reception Committee busied themselves in 
m aking the comrades acquainted with each 
other. 
There seems to be a tie that 
binds "old soldiers” together, and the sight 
of a G. A. R. button is always introduction 
sufficient when 
they meet, no m atter 
w hether on the street "or in the hall. 
At 9 o’clock J. W . Reeves called to order 
and announced that all were invited to the 
banquet-room, where the Posts had a r­ 
ranged 
for 
a 
collation. 
H e 
took 
Governor W aterm an 
by the 
arm and 
marched for the door, and the words 
“ fall in” were given and soon they were 
seated around the festal board. Instead of 
the tin cup and plate, the black coffee and 
hard-tack, were tables clothed in white 
linen, bedecked with the choicest iiora, 
respleDdaul with beautiful china and sil­ 
verware, and groaning under its weight of 
the most tem pting eatables. It was such a 
spread as the soldier never enjoyed “ in 
camp,” but such a feast as he e D jo y e d when 
he returned to his home from the war. 
Rev. Mr. Needham, Chaplain ©f Sum ner 
Post, asked a blessing, after which the com­ 
m and “fall to” was given, and it is need­ 
less to say they tum bled. 
Mr. Needham’B invocation was 
very 
short—in fact, was covered with less than a 
dozen words, which caused Assemblyman 
Salomon to rem ark : “ W e made a mistake 
in not electing him Chaplain of the House.” 
There was room for only 100 at the table, 
and those who could not get in on tim e 
busied themselves in doiDg the “ waiter 
act.” 
After all had partaken freely of the 
spread, tobacco and clay pipes were passed 
around and ail except a few took an old- 
fashioned smoke. 


TH E TOASTS. 
The toast master, J. W. Reeves, made a 
neat and well-timed address, contrasting 
the feast before them with that the Govern­ 
m ent provided in the dark days of the re­ 
bellion. 
H e announced the first toast, 
“ The Volunteer Soldier,” and called upon 
Past Departm ent Commander Salomon to 
respond. 
Governor Salomon is an eloquent and 
fluent speaker, and the toast seemed to in­ 
spire him with new life. H e said it was 
not a difficult subject for Him to talk upon, 
nor was it to any one who had served in 
the ranks. H e always felt at home when 
he was surrounded by the boys who stood 
shoulder to shoulder from ’61 to ’65. The 
volunteer soldier means much more than 
the words seem to im ply. W hen treason 
reared its head, when the life of our Gov­ 
ernm ent was threatened, a volunteer arm y 
was called in the field, achieved greater 
victories than ever did the battalions of 
Napoleon 
or 
the 
legions 
of Ccesar. 
The 
arm ies 
of 
the 
great 
European 
monarchs cannot lay claim to the success 
you achieved. 
Inspired with patriotism, 
the volunteer soldier fought the battles of 
his country for liberty and freedom, for the 
preservation of the Union. The volunteer 
soldier, aithough his duties ended over a 
quarter of a century ago, has not ceased to 
exist, and to-day is found in the Grand 
Army of the Republic. W e remember 
well our dreary marches through mud, 
snow and rain, often forced and in the 
night; our bivouacs, with their pleasures 
and sorrows: the battle-fields, upon which 
m any a comrade died that his country 
m ight liv e ; the hospitals, in w hich the 
sick and wounded were cared for, and the 
prison pens, in which we were tortured. 
W hen we entered as volunteers 
we 
thought we were doing rig h t; we thought 
so at the close of the service and we are of 
the same opinion still. At a reunion held 
some m onths ago, when the blue and gray 
came together as brothers, one said: “ Let 
by-gones be bv-gones. 
Let us forgive and 
forget.” 
He came from South Carolina. 
He said, “ Let us not question who was 
right or who was wrong, leave that to the 
historian of the future"—I care not who is 
the historian, be he past, present or in the 
future, if he says the cause of the Union 
was wrong, he utters what is not true. 
[Applause.] 
W e are ready with ail our 
hearts to forgive those who tried to destroy 
our Government. We are ready, 1 say, to 
forgive, but not to forget. Can we blot 
from memory those four years of cruel 
war? I cannot, and if I could, I would 
not. The volunteer soldiers formed the 
grandest arm y that was ever seen on the 
face of the globe. 
From it sprang some of 
the ereatest m ilitary leaders that the world 
ever produced—men who had no previous 
m ilitary training, and who Handled armies 
of 300,000 men as easily as they could a bat­ 
talion, over an extent of tem tory half the 
size of all Europe. During the Franco- 
Prussian war, the great m ilitary chieftain 
Von Moltke followed the American style 
of warfare in adopting the ritle-pits. The 
genius and originality of the American 
people as developed in thoee four years was 
simply marvelous. This gathering here to­ 
night is som ething that could not be se­ 
cured anyw here outside of California, for 
here we have representatives from every 
State in the Union, and every man of the 
one hundred present represents a different 
regiment. 
lie spoke of his early enlistm ent in Illi­ 
nois, and 
in 
speaking of the volun­ 
teer soldiers of the old “Sucker” State, 
pronounced 
beautifully 
word-painted 
eulogies 
on 
the 
lives 
and services 
of Stephen A. H ulbert, John A. Logan, 
Ulysses S. Grant and Abraham Lincoln, 
each of which brought out round after 
round of applause. H e said the Roldiers of 
the rebellion, many of them were yet in 
their prim e and would shoulder a nuisket 
to-morrow just as quick as they did in 
1861 in case of foreign invasion. The vol­ 
unteer soldier ot America was a freeman 
and fights for the love of country, while 
the soldier of Europe is the slave of a 
monarch. 


“ OUR BELOVED ORDER.” 
Past Post Commander H enry C. Dibble, 
of San Francisco, responded to the toast 
“ Onr Beloved Order.” 
He said he some­ 
times doubted w hether or not this genera­ 
tion fully appreciates the services and w hat 
was accomplished by that grand arm y. 
The G. A. R. is the rem nant of that vol­ 
unteer arm y whose work will be rem em ­ 
bered for ages to come, and centuries hence 
it will be considered the most rem arkable 
epoch in the world’s history. Until Lee’s 
surrender at Appomattox it was a ques­ 
tion w hether freedom and liberty could be 
m aintained in this country, ana when an 
arm y of a million o f men was disbanded 
it was a question whether law and order 
could be preserved. The G. A. R. sprang 
into existence very soon after the close of 
the war in Illinois, in the year 1886. It 
keeps alive the principles for which we 
fought, and teaches fraternity, charity and 
loyalty. W e teach true charity 
W e ex­ 
tend a helping hand to comrades in need, 
to their widows and their orphans. 
We 
keep alive the devotion to that Hag for 
which we fought, and for which 400,000 of 
onr comrades laid down their lives. We 
are proud of our mem bership, proud of 
our Grant, Sheridan and Garfield, and 
hundreds who have joined the comrades 
on the other side. Some of the greatest 
statesmen since the war have stepped from 
the ranki of the G. A . R. whose noblest 
principie is the highest devotion to the 
greatest country in the world. There are 
to-day 300,000 men wearing the buttnu of the 
G. A. R.{who would at a m om ent's notice 
take up arm s again and go forth to battle 
in defense of the old flag. [Applause ] 
STATE OF CALIFORNIA. 
Governor W aterm an responded to the 
toast “ The State of California.” 
He said: 
“ I wish I was one of you. 
I have a 
right to be. 
If Dick Yates was alive 


I would be. I was there and all around it. 
and one tim e I was in it. 
[Applause.] 
I 
am th e soldiers' friend. We can never for­ 
get the boys who fought our battles. I am 
their firm and fast friend, and it you want 
to m ake m e mad just say 
som ething 
against a soldier, [applause] and if you 
w ant to m ake m e madder why the boys 
who lost their legs and arm s in defense of 
their country and are now cared for in 
soldiers’ homes, just call them paupers. 
[Deafening 
applause.] 
Sham e on 
the 
m au who 
dares 
stand up and 
call 
a 
m an 
a pauper because he fought 
lor his country. [Applause.] The m an 
w ho 
fights 
whisky 
and 
gets 
into 
the county poor-house is a pauper, nut a 
m an whose distinguished services on the 
battle-field entitles him to admission to a 
Soldiers’ H om e is a hero. 
[Applause.] 
The Governor was quite hum orous in his 
rem arks, and gave a description of some 
laughable scenes at the battle of Vicks­ 
burg. 
H e closed by saying he hoped all 
present would live lo D g and happy lives 
and get rich off the sweat of our hired 
m an’s brow. 
“Federal Relations.” responded to by 
Marcus D. Boruck. H e reviewed the war 
days in California, and pointed to the fact 
th at California, then a young State, con­ 
tributed $1,200,000 to the Sanitary Com­ 
mission. 
“The Nation's W ard.” responded to by 
Senator W. W. Bowers of San Diego. 
“Sacramento City,” responded to 
by 
Mayor Gregorv. 
“General U. S. Grant,” H on. E. W . 
Holmes. 
Assemblyman C. A. Storke responded to 
the sentim ent, “ Prison Life.” 
H e sa id : 1 
was captured, with m any others, on that 
terrible day at Cold Harbor. W e were 
sent South to Audersonville. 
Upon arriv­ 
ing, we saw thousands of little fires burn­ 
ing, and around those fires was gathered 
nearly thirty thousaud soldiers, alm ost 
naked and starving. 
They were com­ 
pelled to live ip 
the 
open air, 
ex­ 
posed to the inclemency of the weather, 
without tents and with but few blankets. 
There these men were doomed to measure 
out their wretc hed existence, chilled to the 
very marrow by the cold rains and winds 
that passed over that horrid prison pen. 
In the m onth of August, during my im ­ 
prisonm ent, 33,000 men were packed within 
that inclosure, only twenty-seven acres in 
size. No oue dare attem pt to picture the 
horrors of that terrible hell. 
Men were 
dying at the rate of one hundred a day, 
and to thousands of those brave boys 
death was a welcome relief. 
Let me say, 
comrades, tbat the heroism and bravery of 
those men is w ithout parallel in history. 
No American born citizen ever enlisted in 
the Confederate arm y to escape the tortures 
of Andersonville. I say this is heroism 
that exceeds any ever shown on the battle­ 
field. 
In conclusion Mr. Storke said the 
graves of our soldier boys at Andersonville 
speak of the sufferings endured. 
Senator J. E. McComas was called upon 
to speak to the toast, “ Southern Califor­ 
nia.” 
He handled his subject in an able 
m anner. In referring to w hat some call 
the “ busted boom,” he said: “ We have 
only stopped to rest a while, so that our 
brethren of this part of this State may 
have an opportunity to catch up, and when 
you do, then we will m arch 011 as we have 
in the past, and beckon you to follow.” 
The speaker said that those who had never 
visited Los Angeles had lost the oppor­ 
tunity of their lives. 
“ W hy,” said he, 
" we have the grandest climate, the high­ 
est m ountains, the best soil, the noblest 
meD, and, above all, the most beautiful 
women in the world. 
Sacramento ladies 
are excepted, of course.” 
Secretary of State Hendricks in respond­ 
ing to the sentim ent “Northern California,” 
said one way to determ ine the superiority 
of one thing over another was by way of 
comparison. 
We can apply this rule in 
determining the superiority of one section 
over another. My friend, Senator McComas, 
speaks of the grandeur of Ins part of the 
State. W e will allow him all he claims, 
but still we have our M ount Shasta and 
our Shanahan, and the soulh can never 
eclipse either. 


A KNAPSACK VIEW OF THINGS. 
Comrade P. S. Dorney, in answer to the 
sentim ent, “The K napsack,” said : 
1 have often thought w hile reading of the w ar 
of secession th a t a very interesting work m ight 
be com piled under th e caption, “A K napsack 
View of Things.” 
That is to say, a review of 
things pertaining to the great rebellion as they 
appeared to the m en who composed the fight­ 
ing force of both a rm ies: the m en w ho com ­ 
posed the line of m arch and the front of b a ttle : 
the m en who dug the treuches and filled them ; 
w h» built fortifications, reared ram parts and 
m anned th e m : the m en whose pluck and blood 
ennobled the sorrow of disaster and tem jiered 
th e fierceness of victory. 
We know th at history—especially w ar history 
—is formed of m aterials found in the archives of 
a nation or th e records of the w arring factions 
of a nation. 
We also know th at those archives 
and records are composed of the reports and 
opinions of the heads of departm ents, and th at 
they in turn are based upon the reports and 
opinions of leaders and sub-leaders of arm ies. 
Thus defeats are chronicled and canses assigned, 
and thus victories are printed and heroes m ade. 
It is rarely rem em bered, however, th a t heroes 
thus m ade—w hile they m ay be deservedly ap­ 
plauded—were seldom wholly moved by w hat 
m ight be term ed im personal patriotism ; th at, 
in nearly every instance they were fired by the 
hope of personal prom otion, personal glory, of 
figuring in the archives of the nation, and 
thereby w inning a place in the annals o f his­ 
tory. 
A most laudable as well as a most selfish 
and all-powerful motive.

For such m en no 
trum pets b lare.n o votive fountains tlow; no 
guardian pens inscribe their nam es, no ponder­ 
ous archives chroub-le th eir deeds. They are 
dead or die and their deeds die w ith them . 
Perm it m e to m ake a suggestion. Would it 
not be wise, as well as thoroughly Am erican, 
for the G rand Army to establish a central office 
at W ashington, the incum bent ot w hich shall 
be a type of the knapsack clem ent and a capa­ 
ble m an. The duty of such incum bent to be to 
seek and received pcisona! and well au th en ti­ 
cated rem iniscences from m en who had served as 
privates in both the Federal and Confederate 
arm ies, and from the m aterials thus gathered 
to com pile w hat m ight be nam ed " Tne K nap­ 
sack View of the War of Secession." 
W hat a 
fund of pathetic stories m ight be tbus collected; 
w hat a record ot unknow n heroism m ight be 
uncovered; w hat agarland of strange narrative, 
self-abnegation, grim hum or and rollicking fun 
m 'ght be obtained.

eternity, aw ait the trum p of G abriel—th e last 
roll call.

C O N G R E SS IO N A L P R O C E E D IN G S . 


I n th e S e n a te . 
W ashington, January 31st.—President, 
pro tern. Ingalls laid before the Senate to­ 
day the Samoan correspondence sunt to the 
House yesterday; w ith the accom panying 
message of the President. 
Senator Stewart introduced a bill to cre­ 
ate an additional Jus.ice of the Suprem e 
Court of Arizona. 
The report of the Commissioner of P at­ 
ents was laid before the Senate. 
The consideration of the diplom atic and 
consular bill was resumed. 
Senator Reagan spoke to the am endm ent 
proposed by him to the clause appropriat­ 
ing $509.000 to enable the President to 
carry out the stipulations w ith Samoa. H is 
am endm ent provides that the money shall 
be used to protect the rights of American 
citizens in the islands and to preserve the 
neutrality and independence of the people 
thereof. 
Reagan said that Congress should 
tell the President precisely what to do in 
the m atter, and leave nothing more to his 
discretion, which he says he has exhausted. 
Senator H ale asked what Reagan meant 
by preserving the neutrality of the people 
of the islands? 
Reagan replied that he m eant to protect 
the people of the islands. H e proposed 
th at the United States should guarantee 
the autonom y of the Samoans. 
. 
Senator Fry said that he believed this 
question should be left to the Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee. 
Reagan rebuked Sherm an for criticising 
his speech yesterday as a Fourth of July 
ora'ion. 
Sherm an explained that he intended no 
disrespect, but wished sim ply to say that 
the Foreign Relations Committee could be 
depended upon to do ail necessary in the 
premises. 
Reagan said he agreed w ith Frye that no 
third-rate power in Europe would have 
stood the insults which Germany' has put 
upon the United States. 
Mr. Frye said the harbor of PaDgo-Pango 
is the best in the Pacific Oceau. If any 
isth m ian canal is built, Samoa would be of 
more value to our commerce than the H a­ 
waiian Islands. If Samoa is taken we have 
no resting place in the Pacific Ocean but 
H aw aii. Senator Frye read a telegram 
received from Auckland via London that 
the Germans at Samoa had directed the 
search of all arriving vessels for articles 
contraband of w ar; that the Samoan Time* 
ha- been suppressed ; also that a British 
citizen who visited Mataafa’s camp was 
placed under arrest by the Germans, but 
was subsequently released; also, that the 
Germans bad assumed control of the police 
force of Apia, and that Mataafa's forces 
n um bered6,000, and that he was being rap­ 
idly re-enforced by the natives. 
Frye said 
ifth iin e w s was true, Germany had as­ 
sum ed the right to search American vessels; 
that the right of free speech had been sup­ 
pressed, and that the Germans had assumed 
control of the police force at Apia, a m u­ 
nicipality which, by an agreement between 
the United States, Great Britain and Ger­ 
many, had been made neutral ground. 
Senator Reegan said that as it was prob­ 
able this question would soon come before 
the Senate in another form, he would w ith­ 
draw his am endm ent, and the clauses of 
the bill recommended by the Foreign Re­ 
lations Committee was agieed to. 
Senator Hale said he believed, in view of 
the tetter of Bismarck to the GermaD Min­ 
ister a W ashington, that the action of the 
G -r nan Government in Samoa was taken 
dc:. lerately in pursuance of a settled policy. 
W hcu tne Executive D epartm ent of the 
< 1 ivcrnuicnt was confronted with such 
action, it was confron'.ed with German 
authority 
and German policy. H e ex- 
tirtssed the hope that a wise policy would 
be pursued, and that deplorable conse­ 
quences m ight not follow, unless it was 
shown that American rights had been in­ 
terfered with. 
fh e am endm ents as reported by the 
Committee ou 
Foreign Relations were 
agreed-to. 
l'ne President's message in relation to 
Shinoa and Corea and presented in the 
H ouse yesterday, was read and referred to 
tiie Committee on Foreign Relations. 
The am endm ent raising to the rank of 
Embassadors the Ministers to England, 
France, Germany and Russia was rejected 
—yeas 25, nays liij. 
riie Senate then went into secret ses­ 
sion and spent four hours in the con­ 
sideration of tbe British extradition treaty, 
bn, adjourned leaving it still pending. 
In t h e H ouse* 
W ashington, January 
31st.—In 
the 
H ouse to-day Springer called up the Okla­ 
hom a bill as coming over from yesterday 
ss unfinished business. The opjaments of 
tbe measure endeavored to defeat its con­ 
sideration by muking the point of order 
that the bill was not unfinished business, 
inasm uch as its consideration under the 
special order expired with the adjourn­ 
m ent yesterday. 
Tbe Speaker justly overruled tbe point 
and the bill was brought up. 
Yoder of Ohio moved to reconsider the 
vote by which tbe soldiers’ homestead 
am endm ent was agreed to yesterday. 
Payson moved to lay the motion on the 
fable. 
Lost. 
Tbe motion to reconsider was agreed to. 
The question recurring oa the amend- 
u.ient. Kerr of Iowa made tbe point of order 
that tbe proposition was olvidable. The 
iSpt-uker sustained the point, and the ques­ 
tion was put on tbe first -clause of the 
am endm ent, as follows : 
“It is expressly provided the. the rights of 
honorably discharged Union soldiers and 
sailors in the late civil war to m ake homes 
on public lands, under the exicting hom e­ 
stead laws, shall not in any degree be im ­ 
paired by the passage of this bill.” 
The question-then recurred on the second 
clause, which provides that tbe rights of 
such honorablyéd ¡«charged Union soldiers 
an 1 sailors to inz,ke homestead entry and 
perfect the same by occupancy under the 
existing homestead law shall extend to anv 
and all lands which shall be opened to an 
settlem ent by the provisions of this bill. 
A fter considerable debate this clause was 
rejected. 
I’ayson’s town -alte am endm ent 
was 
agreed to w ithout division. 
O'Ferral of Virginia moved a reconsider­ 
ation, and Springer moved to table that 
motion, pending which, the Houee ad­ 
journed.

PLOT THICKENS. 


A larm in g C h aracter of the Latest New* 
from Ha mea. 
W a sh in g ton, January 31st.—The news 
received here to-day from Samoa, via Auck­ 
land, of the further acts of agression on 
the part'of Germany in the islands, con­ 
firms what Secretary Bayard told your cor- 
res;>ondent nearly three weeks ago—nam e­ 
ly, that no surprise would be felt to hear a: 
any time that Germany had seized the 
islands. 
If the information from Auck­ 
land to L mdon is correct, the German m a­ 
rines have already lan ed and assumed a 
w arlike occupation of that portion of the 
islands not occupied by Mataafa’s forces. 
T hat Germany was determined ta declare 
war against Mataafa, and to espouse the 
cause of Tamasese, is evident from Bis­ 
m arck's letter published to-day. 
MARTIAL LAW DECLARES. 
A telegram was received a t the Navy De­ 
partm ent to-day from Commander M alian, 
of the United States steamer Nipsic, sent 
from Samoa via 
iucklar.fi, saying that 
Germany had declared a state of m artial 
law in the Islands. In tbe absence of Sec­ 
retary W hitney, tbe cablegram was sent to 
the State Departm ent. 
Secretary Bayard to-night adm itted re­ 
ceiving the message, bat said that it con­ 
tained nothing of importance, and refused 
to m ake its contents public. 
The impression here is that Germany has 
conducted her intrigues to capture Samoa 
*o adroitly that at this s *40 of tbe cot.» 
uoversy it is difficult u> discover a cautus 


belli, unless to preserve the autonom y of 
the Samoan Government the U nited States 
should step in to defend Mataafa and es­ 
pouse his cause as against that of Tarua- 
sese, who is supported by the Germans. 
NAVAL OFFICERS ARE EXCITED 
At the prospect of an encounter w ith G er­ 
many, and yet are confident that in the 
event of a straggle the American ships of 
war would do good service at close quar­ 
ters. 
In Congress nobody seriously anticipates 
war with Germany, but the -sentiment is 
decidedly opposed to the surrender of any 
American interests in Samoa, and there is 
no doubt that the Senate Amendments to 
the diplomatic and Consular bill, granting 
$500,000 for the preservation of the treaty 
rights of the United States in Samoa, will 
be agreed to. 
TEE SITUATION MOST SERIOUS. 
A gentleman well aoquainted w ith Sarn- 
oau affairs said to-night that matters had 
reached a serious stace, and he would not 
be surprised to hear that a conflict had 
taken place between the Germans and 
Americans. The natives had beaten tbe 
Germans repeatedly, and according to the 
A uckland dispatches, Germany now pro­ 
posed to whip them by preventing arm s 
being sent in. 
T he newspapers read by 
Americans had been suppressed, und the 
G ermans hud taken open control of the 
police of A pit. Tbe American residents 
had contributed to the fund for the sup­ 
port of the m unicipal police, and it was 
bad enough to have them under the direc­ 
tion of Tamasese, but under German con­ 
trol was infinitely worse. 
H e said it might 
appear an unusual and bold thing for us to 
say we would protect the independence of 
a country lar away, but our national honor 
and our obligations required that we should 
come to it.

The Senate Slushes E ngland’s D em ands 
ltlg h t aud Left. 
W a sh in g t o n. January 31st—The Senate 
spent some lim e in secret session this after­ 
noon considering the British extradition 
treaty. 
It is understood that the treaty 
was not disposed of, but so cut to pieces as 
to be alm ost unrecognizable. The treaty 
originally 
contained two elements—the 
United States desiring the extradition of 
embezzlers and England wanting the re­ 
turn of dynam iters and Fenians. The Sen­ 
ate was five to one against the treaty, as 
originally presented, and also as am ended 
by the committee. 
It is understood that 
everything had been stricken out of the 
treaty except the provisions for extradition 
for burglary, rape and embezzlement and 
larceny to the am ount of $200. 
All the 
provisions 
for 
extraditing 
dynamiters, 
Fenians,atid embezzlers in sum s above$200 
are stricken out. 
Stewart vigorously opposed the treaty, as 
contrary to the principle of hum anity and 
civilized 
government. 
Any 
provision 
which would allow England to take Irish­ 
men away from this country to rot in jail 
without a trial, he opposed. England, he 
said, had abandoned all rules governing 
just tribunals in dealing w ith Irishm en, 
and was carrying on a war of exterm ina­ 
tion against them. 
Teller, Eurtis and H oar spoke in the 
sam e tenor. 


AMERICAN SHIPPING. 


M easures Indorsee! by tbe Shipping and 
Industrial League, 
W ashington, January 31st.—At to-day’s 
meeting oí the American Shipping and in ­ 
dustrial League resolutions were afiopt“fi 
favoring the passage of the tonnage Dili, 
w hich asks for an allowance from the 
Government tor home-built and owned 
vessels of 30 cents per ton each thousand 
miles sailed or steamed. 
Also favoring a 
system of coast defenses, the rebuilding 
aud equipm ent of a strong aud efficient 
navy, the im provem ent of the harbors and 
rivers of the whole country, adequate com­ 
pensation for carrying the mails and the 
passage of the uavy reserve bill. 


Concerning T erritorial Legislation. 
W ashington, January 31st.—A caucus of 
Republican Senators was held this m orn­ 
ing to consider Territorial legislation. Af­ 
ter discussion, it vras agreed that the House 
bill should be reported with certain am end­ 
ments, one of which excludes New Mexico 
from the Territories to be adm itted as 
States, and another provides for the deter­ 
mination by ballot of all people of Dakota 
w hether that Territory shall be adm itted as 
one State or be divided into two States. 
C ruisers lo r H aytiau W aters. 
W ashington, January 31st.— Preston, 
the H aytian Minister, has informed the 
Secretary of State th at several vessels are 
being fitted out at New York for an expe­ 
dition against H ayti, and the matter was 
referred to the Treasury Department, with 
the result that the Collector of Customs at 
New Y ork was specially instrue’ed to see 
that no violation of the neutrality laws are 
committed at that port.

W a sh in g t o n , January 31st.—There was a 
spicy row in the House during the consid­ 
eration of Payne’s am endm ent to the Okla­ 
hom a bill, between W arner, Commander- 
in-Chief of theG . A. K., and Grosvenor. a 
prom inent G. A. R. man. W arner charged 
Grosvenor with double dealing in favoring 
the soldier am endm ent und opposing the 
bill. Grosvenor replied, and a sharp pas­ 
sage o f words ensued.

Here a crowd 
of fully 1,500 persons threatened it. The 
police were drawn up in line and cleared 
the street. On the return trip the crowd 
made a most serious demonstration.

mounted police made a rush, when several 
bricks were thrown down from the house­ 
tops.

W O R K IN G W O M EN . 


Those of San Francisco Receive the High­ 
est W ages in the Country. 
W a sh in g t o n, January 31st.— Commis­ 
sioner W right, of the Departm ent of Labor, 
has subm itted his report, which relates en­ 
tirely to tbe subject of “ W orking Women 
in Great Cities.” Three hundred and forty- 
two distinct industries in twenty-two repre­ 
sentative cities have been investigated. 
The report shows that the working women 
of the great cities are practically girls, the 
average period during which women have 
been engaged in their present occupation is 
shown to be four years and nine mouths, 
and of tbe 16,427 women involved 9,510 are 
engaged in their first trial at earning their 
own living. 
Of the whole num ber. 14,120 ure native- 
born. 
In tbe foreign-born. Ireland is the 
most largely represented, and Germany the 
next. The great majority of the women 
are single. They are not only supporting 
themselves, but giving 
their earnings 
largely to the support of others at home. 
The report shows that of 17,428 who re­ 
ported their health conditions at the tim e 
they commenced work, 16.300 were in good 
health, 883 in fair health, and 183 in bad 
health. The changes in health condition 
are illustrated try the fact that 14,554 are 
now in good 
health, 2,345 are in fair 
health, and 489 in bad health. The av­ 
erage weekly earnings, by cities, shows 
that San Francisco is the highest, with 
SO 91, and Richmond.Va., the lowest, $3 93. 
The average weekly wages, com puting all 
tbe cities exam ined, are $5 24.
